OPERATING REVENUES 

Gross revenues show a decrease of 12.2 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show a decrease of 8.6 per 
cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 75.0 per cent of the total operating revenues, decreased $385,990.81, or 11.4 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 13.3 per cent of the total operating revenues, decreased $91,147.77, or 14.6 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues decreased .$49,589.29, or 14.3 per cent. 

Other operating revenues decreased. $29,866.49, or 14.9 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 1,419 cross ties and 4 sets switch ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 18,052 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 3,703 cross ties and 13 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 23,174 an average of 201 ties per mile of main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $2.90. 


BALLAST: 

There were 3,449 cubic yards of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, a decrease 
of 5,750 cubic yards as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

30,232 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 3,896 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 14.75 per cent of the total operating revenues and 16.99 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, decreased $26,086.83 or 4.2 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per steam locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $9,605.15, a decrease of 
$2,554.95, or 21.0 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of steam locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 34.91 cents as 
against 33.32 cents the preceding year, an increase of 4.8 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per Diesel locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $10,260.85. 

The average cost of repairs of Diesel locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 10.95 cents. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $2,813.52, a decrease of $1,232.25 
or 30.5 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Locomotives:

Number given light repairs 33, as compared with 93 last year. 

Passenger Cars: 

Number thoroughly overhauled, painted and varnished 11, as compared with 12 last year. 
Number given light repairs 56, as compared with 94 last year. 

Freight Cars: 

Number given heavy repairs 18, as compared with 26 last year. 

Number given light repairs 215, as compared with 106 last year. 


TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 4.17 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.81 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$70.29. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 49.53 per cent of the total operating revenues and 57.04 per cent of the total operating expenses 
decreased $267,275.90, or 11.9 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 


General expenses, 4.77 per cent of the total operating revenues and 5.49 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$15,338.67, or 8.7 per cent.

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 


Following a lull in the first and second quarters, industrial activities were brisk for remainder of year. Two major and 
six small plants and warehouses were established on the Atlanta and West Point Rail Road. 

The continued high level of industrial employment income was accompanied by a decrease in production and 16% less 
value of main crops. 

Cotton-Cotton Seed: Cotton lint and seed decreased 28% in value from a 19% smaller production. Average yield per acre 
189 pounds compared with 279 pounds in 1948 and a 10 year average of 235 pounds. Production losses due to unseasonable 
weather and insects. Oil mills operated full time, importing seed from other sections. Cotton consumed by mills 16% less 
than in 1948. 


Food and Feed Crops: Production increased but value remained unchanged due to lower prices as compared to previous 
year. Farm products processed by local canneries, 4-H Clubs and in kitchen made excellent progress. 

Peaches: Crop very short, due to late cold and frost following mild winter. Production 27% and value 31% less than 
1948. Unit price of $2.95 per bushel compared with $3.10 a bushel in 1948 and 10-year average of $2.02 a bushel. Crop produc¬ 
tion 62% less than 10-year average. 

Livestock and Poultry: Quality, production and values continued at high levels. Herd improvement, new and expanded 
dairies and establishment of freezer locker plants general throughout territory. 

Forestry: Georgia forest crop (lumber—allied products) returned 500 million dollars in 1949. Twelve million acres now 
under organized protection from uncontrolled fire and 40 million seedlings were planted. Overcutting of larger trees serious 
and quality declining. 

General: Soil improvement crops, conservation and pasturage made wide gains. Farms are being mechanized, build¬ 
ings improved and rural electrification is general. 


GENERAL 


Wage increases, retroactive to October 1, 1948, granted to non-operating employees have added considerably to the cost 
of operations. The increased charges from this source amounted to approximately $100,824 for 1949. The reduction of the 
work week to forty hours for these employees, effective September 1, 1949, also increased operating expenses for the year. 

An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, 
whose certificate appears in this report. 


The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officers and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
